Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Examiner indicated that the claims are unpatentable over Bao et al. 
in view of Flament et al. because the claims do not require the mesh being within the outer layer of an annulus fibrosis. 
Applicant argues that the combination of Bao et al. in view of Flament et al. does not teach the anchor being 
substantially transverse to the mesh as claimed in claim 1 14. Examiner's position is that claim 114 does not require 
the anchor being substantially transverse to the mesh. Flament et al. disclose anchors (6) being substantially 
transverse to the longitudinal of the device (1) and that would meet the claim limitation. Applicant indicated that claims 
1 14-152 should be directed to the species as shown in figs. 9A-C and claims 85-113 should be directed to the species 
as shown in figs. 2-7C. In this case, a restriction is made between two species: species I shown in figs. 2-7C; species II 
shown in figs. 9A-C. Applicant elected species I (claims 85-1 13 readable thereon). 
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
